Upon 
their ffft'-nMnts and dalniM»ie«i (»f go'd, 
topa/.es, s.ippldres, emerald'*, and rubie.s 
di-iplay niJirveloue embroideries that 
in t' l eanh other like tjariands of 
tl iwers. The miraculous imau^e of the 
Virgin of Wl^dimir that orthodox piety 
attribntes to 8t. l^nke wears a diam ond 
necklace valued at 2Ui),000 roubles. Em- 
eralds as larflre as nuts are s«t in the 
massive p^old^^n crown of this Vir$^n. 

Close to the ioonostasus a canopy 
covers the chair of the Patriareh, and in 
front of it a velvet tent marks the place 
of the Emperor. Lamps of Silver and 
vermiliioa with fliekerin/i: lights, and 
great wax oaidles with their steady and 
soft. jMts, are not sutSoient to awaken 
the obacurity that sleeps nnder the som* 
ber vaults of the old cathedral. 

The ceremonies of the coronation take 
place in this church with a pomp and 
splendor that are peculiarly Oriental. 
Before the Czar arrives the priests 
with the cross, assisted by two deacons 
carrying holy water in a basin of <;old, 
sprinkle the passage that the Emperor 
is ab )ut to take. Then, arranjziiij; 
themselves upon the steps that surround 
the imperial platform, surmounted by a 
canopy of orimson velvet with tassel -i 
and fnnges of gold, come the grand 
dukes and grand duchesses, all the 
in'»mbers of the imperial family, the 
diplomatic corps, the high dignitaries of 
the empire, senators in red tiniforms. 
ministers bedizened with badges and 
cordons, marshals in brilliant uniforms, 
ladies of the court, and young ladies of 
honor in the national coattinus includ- 
ing the kakochnik (a golden diadem 
embroidered in gold <»r pearl-'), re »»■•• 
.sentatives of the merchants of aM tli " 
cities of the empire, most of them i>i 
h'ne or black gowns fringed in g"l.l, 
doputatiop.H ffom Asia'ii^ peoples alli»'d 
to or subjects of the ICinporor, tMiiiui>e, 
Mongolians, Tartars, llaskirs, Kalt^riks, 
Khirgees, tJoukharas, Circassiatis, 
(rengiaas, Mingrelians, Laplanders, 
Ks.|iiimaux, Pevsi ms, Tuic )matts~t 
strange and wild mixture of different 
races, half clad, and armed, some with 
bows or lances, others with yatagans 
with silver handles, or swords with 
Wooden hilts rudely cai'ved. 

This da/./.ling and pictnresque proees- 
Hion advances, preiu'ded bv a plat >oa of 
guards of honor, with cuurasaes of red 
cloth starred with silver, and by two 
mounted heralds with gold cml)n)ideied 
brocades, red velvet caps, and maces. 
The Imperial aims, borne by high fiinc 
tionaries, are plaotid at the left of tho 
throne upon a table withacoverof goi 1. 
(rrouped in front of the cimrch un»ler 
the portal dr&ped with velvet, ttve olergy, 
with orosMS and miters, are resplesdeui 
illittieur ohasublea and dalmatics, spark- 
wltkjWflis..

A' la»»t <ho Czar appetrs. He de« 
-0 . i.d-t I he Hed Staircase upon wh'eh a 
I'i'i-iiin carpet, flowen>d wi'ii ros»>s, 
p ace I. He wears the unitorm of a 
crcne al of division, with red trons«»r!», 
a xi he \v ilks nndiT a large canopy \\\\\\ 
pii s over his head a ttock of gulden 
eagles in a blue sky. 

I he Metfopoli! a I of ^fo»('o\v in cs.iTit* 
him the cross to kiss, while the Metro- 
politan of Novirorod sprinkler him with 
holy water. The princes of the church 
coridiiet the Czar to the throne. Then 
the Metropolitan of Moscow approaches 
hi- imperial M iji'sfy and presents h"m 
wi'h I he orthodox profession of faith, 
which the Czar roads aloud, standing 
wi li Ills Ii;ind upon the iru ir<l r)f his 
sword. After reading he receives the 
two MetiMpolitans of Kiew, who a«cend 
the st('p> if the throne and bring him 
the c 'ronatiim mantle. The ('zar takes 
it from their hands and planes it upon 
his shoulders. Th'T. he hows tx'fote the 
M"iropolitJin ot Al<>sc »w, who places his 
hand-, over him and recites a orayer. 

Kin illy, the ( "/, ir arise", majestic a d 
superb, dressed in his ma itle of brocade 
li* • d with ermine, and, taking the im* 
t)erial crown sparkling with diamonds, 
he places it with his own hand.9 upon hit 
head. At this moment the Empress 
advances and kneels before her august 
spouse, who, taking off his crown, hold« 
it an innant orer the forehead of the 
C/arina in token of h«r< thMW la Ua 
omnipotence. 

In the courtyard of the Kremlin the 
c&anons thunder. The three hundred 
churches of Moscow ring their j(»y bells, 
and the vaults of the old cathedral are 
filled wMh'iMgv of glodneMf and' oC tri- 
umph. 

The mass begins. The silver doors 
of the' leonottasaa are opened. The 

Archbishops of Novgorod aad of Kiew 
approi^e^ the Emperor and inform him 
that' all is ready for the anointment. 
The (V.ar descends from his throne. 
The Empress accompanies biiu to the 
door of tn^ sanctuary, the threshold of 
which no woman t an cross. The Metro- 
politan of Mcscow then dios in the vase 
that contains the holy oil the golden 
brantdi that he h'dds in his hand, and 
anoiuLs the temples, the eyelids, the 
nosttils, the lips, the breast, and the 
hands of the C/ar while uttering the 
words, "iiehold the seal of the Holy 
(fhost.'* And af er ea'Jh h'dy unction 
tho Metropolitan of Novgorod wines 
away the traces. The ancient Czars 
for seven days used not to wash the 
pat ts of their bodies that had thui been 
anointed. 

Conducted to the altar, the Czar par- 
takes of the coiTimtiiiioii, while the Km- 
press, still kneeling at the door of the 
iconostasus, receives also tho com- 
mnnion from the Metropolitan of Kiew. 
With the crown upon his head, the new 
Czar departs through the north uortal, 
passes through a double row of Cos- 
sacks armed with lances, and of Grena- 
diers with gilded helmets, and amid the 
applause oif the populace enters ttio 
Cathedral of the Archangel St. Michael, 
whore he kisses the holy images, after 
which he re-enters the ancient palace by 
the Kcd Staircase. 

The repast ot the coronation is given 
in the Terem. The Emperor and the 
EtTipress, served by the marshals f)f the 
court, eat alone. The superior (.llicers, 
headed by the chief marshal and escort- 
ed by oflicers of the gtiards with drawn 
swords, bring in the dishes that the 
Metropolitan -oleMif OBOafter the other.. 
When the Czar wanU i/> drink, the di- 
plomatic eorps retires, walking back- 
ward, and singers in gala eostome, wichr 
swords by their sides< advance and exe- 
cute, during Ihe reel ot iha rtpvt^ dil> 
favanl. piaott ol the oM lim l ^i 
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per jrear, payable In ad yanre. 



Till, reasons why tho Doinocrats oppose
